With reference to the P/DH Update Addendum on the project of 
February 4, attached is a copy of the'.

Dear Dr. Gefter: 

Boston University herewith requests an amendment to our grant to provide 
a one-week intensive training pro gr am for bona fide representatives of the 
information committees of the Afghan Alliance parties. This program is 
intended for representatives currently based in the Chited States, but will 
also be open to representatives from organizations based in Pakistan. 

We have reviewed some of the material now issued by the information 
conndttees. We feel that they could benefit from a training program 
emphasizing more advanced skills in writing, editing, publications production 
and graphics. We also plan to offer exposure to video editing, photography 
and public relations techniques. Such an intensive program would be 
consistent with the goals and objectives of the Afghan Media Project by 
helping to improve the flow of effective communication by the Afghans. Since 
there are now a number of groups based in the United States, it would seem 
appropriate to extend our efforts on their behalf to assist them in acquiring 
some advanced communication skills. 

ttiis proposal provides for a five-day training program for a maximum of 
eight trainees at our facilities in Boston. College of Communication faculty 
and staff will provide a program of instruction suited to the needs of the 
individual participants. 

I suggest that we also consider, for the future, having some selected 
Afghan information representatives participate in our Public Communication

Institute in July. I am enclosing information on this Institute, which is an 
excellent program for introducing participants to the field of ccntnunication.
